collectors  may  be  more  apprehensive  about  fly  ing  to  their  locations. 

The  only  way  that  cowards  get  their  ssas  is  if  w  e  allow  it  It  is  our 
responsibility  to  show  them  that  we  will  stand  up  and  be  counted  We 
will  defend  the  principles  of  Liberty  which  are  so  stronglv  represented 
on  our  national  coinage  from  the  earliest  days  of  this  republic.

IRISH  GUNMONEY

The  very  name  of  these  coins  ‘gunmoney"  conjures  up  a  certain  intrigue  so  I 
will  start  with  an  explanation  of  this  title.  The  coins  were  minted  in  Dublin 
and  Limerick  from  1689  to  1691  by  James  II.  As  a  Catholic,  James  was  not 
permitted  to  be  King  of  England,  so  he  fled  from  there  to  France  in  1688. 
The  Crow  n  was  offered  to  his  daughter,  Mary,  and  her  husband,  William  of 
Orange.  James,  however,  wished  to  reclaim  the  Crown,  so  he  rallied  support 
on  the  Continent  and  landed  in  Ireland  in  March  1689  to  prosecute  his  war 
from  there.  Naturally  a  war  required  money  to  pay  troops  and  obtain 
supplies  so  a  means  of  financing  was  necessary.  The  idea  seized  upon  was  to 
issue  base  metal  token  coins  which  would  be  exchanged  for  standard  issue 
silver  coins  of  the  appropriate  value  after  the  war  was  won.  The  metal  for 
these  coins  w  as  obtained  from  the  brass  of  old  cannon,  bells  and  other  scrap. 
At  first  they  were  referred  to  as  brass  money,  but  later  the  more  evocative 
‘gunmoney’  term  was  used  and  continues  to  be  popular. 

The  first  issue  consisted  of  halfcrowns,  shillings  and  sixpences.  The  obverse 
has  a  left  facing  laureate  and  draped  portrait  of  James,  the  reverse  has  a 
crown  over  sceptres  dividing  JR.  Above  the  crown  the  year  and 
denomination  are  listed.  The  denomination  is  specified  in  pences,  in  roman 
numerals  (XXX  for  halfcrown,  XII  for  shilling  and  VI  for  sixpence).  Below 
the  crown  an  interesting  feature  is  that  a  month  is  listed.  It  is  unlikely  the 
coins  were  actually  minted  in  the  months  listed,  though  they  may  have  been, 
rather  this  more  likely  was  a  way  of  ensuring  they  would  be  redeemed  in 
stages  over  a  period  of  time  after  victory  rather  than  all  at  once. 


June  1689,  first  issue  (large  size)  shilling 

By  April  1690  stocks  of  the  metal  necessary  for  coinage  was  beginning  to  run 
dow  n.  As  a  w  ay  of  economizing  on  the  amount  of  metal  required,  the  size  of 
the  halfcrow  ns  and  shillings  were  reduced.  For  scale,  the  small  size  shilling 
is  about  the  same  size  as  a  modern  US  quarter. 
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June,  1690  second  issue  (small  size  )  shilling 
Leftover  large  size  halfcrowns  were  restruck  as  crowns  which  featured 
James  on  horseback  facing  left  on  the  obverse  and  a  stylized  reverse  with 
year  only  listed,  no  month.  Later  that  year  crowns,  groats,  pence  and 
halfpence  were  also  struck  in  pewter,  often  with  a  plug  of  brass  to  distinguish 
them  from  counterfeits  that  could  be  cast  in  lead.  The  crown  has  the  same 
designs  as  before  the  other  coins  have  James  on  the  obverse  and  a  crowned 
harp  on  the  reverse,  again  with  only  the  year  listed,  no  month.  These 
emergency  pewter  issues  are  all  rare  to  extremely  rare  and  I  don’t  have  any 
in  m\  collection.  The  coins  became  increasingly  unpopular  due  to  their 
unreal  value  and  decreasing  prospects  for  success  by  James.  After  the  forces 
of  William  prevailed  at  the  Battle  of  the  Boyne  in  late  1690,  the  coins  were 
reduced  to  their  nominal  value  eventually  being  demonetized  in  1691. 
Limerick  continued  to  hold  out  for  James  well  into  1691  and  the  mint 
recoined  large  Gunmoney  shillings  into  halfpence  and  small  shillings  into 
farthings,  both  featuring  a  seated  Hibernia  on  the  reverse. 


Another  interesting  point  about  Gunmoney  coins  is  that  time  in  history  the 
New  Year  began  on  March  25,h.  Therefore  coins  marked  March  1689  and 
March  1690  would  both  be  from  the  same  month  rather  than  a  year  apart. 
And  coins  marked  January  1689  would  be  a  month  after  those  marked 
December  1689.  I  suppose  it  made  sense  at  the  time!
